FEASTED UNTIL

STAR CAME

The celebration of the feast of Tom
Kippur, or Day of Atonement, was ob-

served In Honolulu yesterday by the
"Jewish residents. From sundown" ion
Sunday evening. until, the appearance
of the evening star last night the Jews
fasted. In the meantime, although no
collective religious ceremony was held,
the orthodox ones prayed.
. Most of the Jewish business houses
were closed, some, however remaining
open, after a few hours spent by the
proprietors in observing the religious
portion of the celebration.

The sale of Chartley Hall, the an-

cestral home of the Earl of Ferrers, re-

calls to the Marquis de Fontenoy the
historic hanging of the fourth Earl Fer-
rers, May, 1760, for the murder of his
steward, a man of the name of Harold.
The earl, who kiled the man in the most
cold-blood- ed

' fashion, was . tried by his
peers in the House of Lords, and found
guilty unanimously, the sentence of
death being pronounced upon him by
Lord High Chancellor Henley, who pre-
sided at the trial as lord high steward.
The earl was allowed to drive to the gal-

lows in his own state carriage, drawn
by six horses, which was followed by;,a
hearse and six, and it is on record that
1jie rope with which he was hanged was
of silk instead of hemp.
